Lord Palmeraton's Great Fortification 
Speech. 

As before stated in .our: columns, Lord 
Pttlmerston rose ill ' i; Vmmi««8 of the 
whole House of Commons, on the 23d of 
July, and moved the following resolution : 

"That it in the opinion of this committee 
that towards providing for the eonslruciion 
of works for ilie defence of the Royal dock- 
yards and arsenals, and of the ports of Dovei 
anil Portland, and for the creation of a cen- 
tral arsenal, a sum not exceeding £2,000,- 
000 (which is the sum we propose to take 
for the prenent year) be charged on tlie Con- 
solidated Fund of the United Kingdom; and 
that the Commissioners of Her Majesty's 
Treasury be iiuthorlzeil and etnpiiu'ered to 
raise the sum by annuities for a time not ex- 

ce9difllt3QiYJiaf«cinoM»9''."'U*.S also to be 
onaigeanponiiro .CQnsoiidated- Fund." 

His lordship accompanied his resolution 
with a speech, which, for clearness, elo- 
quence and eflect, has never in iiis lime 
been surpassed in the House. The obji-ci 
of the resolution, and the sui-ceeilin:; re- 
marks, was to c:ill attention to the we.'ikiit^ss 
of Kiiuland as rci^anled national deleiu'es ; 
the superiority (in point of nunibers) of the 
French army, an J the nearly equal force f 
the French navy, a.'' contrastoil with that of 
En;,'land. ^Vn e.Mracf from his lordship'-i 
speech : 

* « * Now. as to the necessity of 
these works, I think it is impossible for any 
man to cast his eyes over Europe, and to see 
what is passing there, without being con- 
vinced that the future is not free from dan- 
ger. It is difhcult to say where the storm 
may bur.st, but the horizon is charged with 
clouds which betoken the possibility of a 
tempest. (Hear, hear). The Honse, of 
course, knows that in the main I am speak- 
ing of our immediate neighbor acro.ss the 
channel, and there is no use disguising it. 
(Hear.) It is in no nnfrieiidiy spirit that I 
am speaking. No one has any right to take 
ofl'ence at considerations and reHeclions 
which are purely founded upon the principle 
of self-defence, (Hear, hear.) Wo have, it 
is true, recently concluded a commercial ar- 
rangement with France. (A laugh.) These 
arc not matters to be treated with levity. 
( Hear, hear.) These are not arraii'.'emenls 
without great value (near, hoar), for it is 
well known from experience that nations 
which have with each other great commer- 
cial interoourse— nations belween winch 
great mutual interests are involved in the 
maintenance of p«aco— ate less likely to fall 
out and beconio antagonists than nations 
between which those lies are not cemmited. 
(Hear, hear.) But at the same time these 
tuingii are'iiOt brought about at onoa. 
«*«*#** 

Is tiicro nothing in the sfuto of Europe 
that lends u« to think that wc might by the 
tiourse of ovonts bo called upon to defend 
ourselves against hostile iittack?^ We' see 
in Franco an army of 600 and odd thousand 
men, of whom -lOO and odd thoii.Maiid are ac- 
tually under arms, and the rciiiaind<'r arc 
inorely on furloiinh, and can be called into 
the ranks in a I'urtnight, Tlint army is 
greater than France reciuires for the purposes 
of dofenco. (Ilciir, hear.) No iiiition in 
the world would think, unprovoked, of at- 
tacking Friincn. .Vnthiiig could he gainixl 
by it; no one could cxjiect to disnieniliiT 
Franco, and no unc would faro otIiciwiN'' 
than ill who vcnlurod upon iiii iinpruvoki^d 
Attaok upon France ; and Ihuroforo for the 
dofenoo of Franco wo mny nronounco that 
vant army iiiiiieceNrtiiry. I do not incan to 
nay that that iimiy is raised lor ilKMliilihcr- 
alo purposu of afj^ruNsioii. 1 trust it is not, 

but the posBesilon of power to oggroii fro* 



quontly gives the desire to do so. (Hoar, 
hoar.) i'ou cannot, you are not entitled to 
rely upon the forbearance of a stronger 
neighbor. You are bound to make your de- 
fensive means proportionate to his nieaiis of 
aggression. (Hear, hear.) But is it only 
on land tliat the iirningoments of France are 
diapropurtionato to her necessities for de- 
fence? Wo know that the utmost exertions 
have been made, and still are making, to 
create a navy (hoar, hoar) very nearly eipial 
to our own— a navy which cannot be re- 
quired f(/r purposes of defence of Franco, 
anil which, therofore, we are justified in 
lookin;; upon as a pu.ssiblo antaf^onist we 
ni.iy liavcti; encounter— a navy which would 
give to our neighbors the means of transport- 
ing within a few hours a large and formida- 
ble number of troops to our coast. (Hear, 
hear.) While, on the one hand, the French 
navy has inoreosed far beyond.nny amount 
that it has reached since the end of the last 
war, our navy lias, on the, other, from the 
change that has taken place from sailing 
ships to steam, necessarily diminished in 
numbers. 

Thus, for the sake of peace, it is desirable 
that wo should not live upon forbearance, 
but that wo should be able fully and elTectu- 
nlly to defend ourselves. (Hear, hear.) 
When that is the cn.so no foreign country 
will, without ample reason and provocation 
— which I trust we never shall give— disturb 
the state of peaceful relations that' may ex- 
ist. (Hear, hear.) What are the dangers 
to which wo arc exiuiscd? They are of two 
kiiid.s— I speak now only of the l.'nitcd King- 
dom, and say nothing of the colonics or our 
various foreign possessions. The danger to 
which wc should be exposed would be that of 
invasion, for one or two, or I may say throo 
inirpiisos— either with the iiojie of coiii|uost, 
which I think no country would imagine to 
be possible (hear); or, next, to get posses- 
sion of the metropolis and there levy licayy 
contributions, and by overbearing the spirits 
and hopes of the country dictate in the capi- 
tal terms of ponco that would he ignomin- 
ious to the country and advantageous to the 
invader. (Hear, hoar.) The third, and, as I 
think, much more proliable attempt, would 
bo by a sudden attack — liy sea and liy land, 
or by land if the sea defences were too strong 
to lake pnssessidh of — on our naval arsenals, 
the cradles of our navy, which is our nation- 
al Htrangth , and by desfroyinK_iit.4lia.ro<>t 
oufTioral forces to lay us open afterwards 
to other measures of aggression which they 
mijiht be enabled to carry out. (I'ear, hear.) 
I dismiss frinn my mind the idea that any 
foreign Power would dream of eoiii|ucring 
this eoniitry with the view of permanent 
possession as I do not believe it would enter 
the mind of any one. (Hear, hear.) No 
doubt, Lonilon niight be open to invasion, 
but I.'iiidoii is ton vast a space to be sur- 
rounded by fortifications. (Hear, hear.) Lon- 
don must DO defended in the field. 

The operation, which I apprehend i.s ino-it 
likely to be attempted, is that of landing a 
consider.able force for the purpose of destroy- 
iim (iiir dockyards. (Hear, hear/. If your 
dockyarils are destroyed, your navy is cot 
up by the roots. If any naval action wore 
to take place, your enemy, wbalever the 
success of it init;ht be, would have iii.s dock- 
yards and aisenals to relit and replenish and 
reconstruct his navy ; while, with your dock- 
yards and your stores dispersed, you would 
have no means of rolitting yours. (Hear, 
hear). If ever we lost? the command of the 
sea, what becomes of Ibis country ? Hear, 
hear). Only let the hon. gentlemen consider 
how dependent we are for everything that 
constitutes national wealth — ay, and a large 
portion ol national food, on free corniniini- 
cation by sea. Picture to yciiirsi-hes for a 
moment such places ?s Liverpo.d, llristol, 
London, and the Thames blockailcii by a 
hostile force. (Hoar, hear). What would 
become of the industry and wealth of the 
country in sncli acasiil The effect of the 
landing of any number of troops upon our 
shores, it is im[iossihlo to conleniplate 
without fear and alarm, nayj without horror, 
and such a result is one which no gentle- 
iiiaii ought to regard us possible. 

I.nrd I'ulmerslon concluded by stating that 
the proposed defence would cost £9,000,000, 
but that as only jE2,000,000 would be re- 
quired for wotki to be commenced and 
coinple.ted at opee, he had thought it ad- 
visable only to ask for the latter amount at 
the present time. Hl» lordship's al)l«' 
speech gave rite to a lively disouasion in 
the House; and final action upon the 
resolution wis finally postponed for one 
week.

The Secret Practice of the Land Offloe. 

We do not wish to raiso any unfair views 
of the manner in which the Surveyor-Gen- 
eral's ilepartment is conducted. Enough has 
already leaked out, however, to satisfy the 
most incredulous that that department does 
not boar the best character. The curious 
revelationa in respect to the Albert Head 
sawmill claim, proved how easy it was to 
swell a twenty-acre claim to nine hundred 
—and when no exemption was allowed for 
rocks by law, still nearly five hundred acres 
were exempted by the Surveyor-General 
without law. It is not, however, to show up 
such foibles as thece (ihouBh there may be 
gome on our hands), that we take for the 
caption of this article " the secret practice 
of the Land Office." 

What we desire to direct attention to is, 
the denial to all but favorites ot the right to 
examine the maps and become acquainted 
with the names of the original purohasers of 
this or that section. An applioatibn of this 
character has recently been denied. The 
applicant owned land in the district of Saan- 
ich. He wanted to see the maps in order 
to know what seotions joined his property, 
and who owned them. .This very reasona- 
ble request vras dented; and the applicant 
was consoled with the information that other 
equally important personages, (or more so), 
with himself, had been treated in the same 
manner. In fact, the doctrine was broadly 
laid down that no one could examine the 
maps and records in the Land Oflice — except 
by express permission of the Governor. The 
way, therefore, to put tho statu of affairs in 
that department is simply this : Thepri\ctice 
cf the Land Olfice is a secret pr.ictice. The 
maps and records of the original sales are 
not open to public inepeotion ; but may be 
seen as a favor; and not as a right. 

No other donotusion can he drawn from 
the existence of such a rule in the Land 
Office; except that either the olTicers of the 
department had some secrets of their own 
or other people's to hide. Were everything,' 
done fairly and squarely, why should any 
one be deprived of examining tho maps 
and records? Will any one answer this 
question satisfactorily ? Are not the mups 
and records public property ? Are they nut 
made by the public servants and paid 
for with public money ? Then, why 
should the public be denied the right to 
examine what belongs to them ? Wo defy 
any one to show reasons strong enough 
to sanction the secret practice of our Land 
Office. The only reason that can be urged 
is the time it may occupy. The Surveyor" 
General or his assistant's lline may be occu- 
pied in ehowing the maps and records ; and 
ratber.tban spend a few moments, at most, 
to allow speculators, fanners, or Mtati.';;s, to 
see what land was sold, to whom sold, wtiuro 
situated, and how situated, tho rule is made 
absolute to exclude every onu from a si^lit 
of the documents, except as a gubern.itori.il 
favor. If this is tho only objection that can 
be urf,'ed, full satisfaction can bn ;,'iven lor 
that by establishing an examination fee. A 



Such a penny wise and pound-foolish prac- 
tice would be treated as nonsensical and 
unbusiness-like. Neither would such an 
ft^jent do much business wore ko to with- 
hold iufotmation. Our Laud Ollice occupies 
a similar position. It is the land agent of 
ihe colony. And its business sbould be 
done in a business way. If it is not done 
in that way, measures should be taken to 
have it done properly. 

Perhaps it may be argued that every ex- 
planation would be given as te unsold lands ; 
but thal'the lands sold were private proper- 
ty, and consequently public documents rela- 
ting to them should not be open to inspec- 
tion. Were any one excluded Iroin inspec- 
tion on the latter ground, it would be on the 
principle that a poor excuse was better ihan 
none. And why ? Becaune every farmer 
or purchaser is not disposed to buy ditlant 
sections and wild land. He may see one 
section to suit him in an old district, and if 
uWicti bordering on it could be had, and the 
purchaser known, he might purchase, settle 
improve, and invest his capital. The coun- 
try at large would be benefitted J and that is 
the chief object. To get good neighbors is 
another reason why the records of land sold 
should be open to examination. Fences 
also, and a number of other reasons, could 
be enlarged upon, had we space; but we 
believe we have8^ated enough to urge upon 
the government Ihe imperative duty ol at 
once ending the secret system of the Land 
Oince; and let every one inspect the maps 
and records as a right, and not as a guberna- 
lotial favor. .' 



Land-Owneriem. 

Mr. Treasurer Gordon— the member re- 
turned, but not eleeted for Esquimalt — has 
rushed into print with a card addressed " To 
the Land-owners of. Esquimalt." Seized, 
doubtlesB, with oontriiion for past political 
delinquenoiag, he appears" anxious to culti- 
vate the approbation of the land-owner.s. 
He wauls to meet tho land-owners— only 
the hiiid-owners— ne.\t Saturday, to consult 
about Esquimalt road. This, certainly, is 
rather exclusive ; if not a left-handed com- 
pliment 10 the balance of the inhabitants of 
Ihe tsecond town in the colony. It is chatac- 
teri.itic, however, of the party to which the 
diMiiiiguished gentleman belongs. A man 
\H nuboily except he has a bit of land. He 
is not even entitled to notice. The land- 
owners are everybody. Only own a piece 
of land, and ii is " How do you do, Mr. Lan J- 
ownerl"' Horny-handed mechanics and 
intelligent tradesmen may stand aside here- 
after at Esquimalt. The land-owners alone 
are to have all the say in public affairs. Mi. 
Gordon is the cliampioM of the landed aris- 
tocracy of Es.piimall. If it i.s not considered 
imp<'rtinent,may we not ask what laml-uwner 
rtiHclinf,' in that district voted tor him ! Will 
any one tell ! We can't. It may be that it 
i.s the larid-uwners who don't re.siile ihere, 
wlio are the parlie.s that he wishes to con- 
sult \viili. Perliiips that portion who want 
the road !o run to the Military Barracks by 
way of shorUMiiug the distance from Victoria 
tu f-alt water, though it may render the road 
a mi le longer. 

Whoever it may be that Mr. Gordon may 
be anxioua to aervo foi working so lustily 
to relurn him, bis atyle of excluding free- 
men is not adapted to Vancouver Island. 
It may suit the atmosphere of older coun- 
tries where caste rules; but we never want 
to see it transplanted here. How vigorously 
soever it may flouri.'^li elsewhere it will only 
be treated here as an obnoxious weed. The 
stiinly (^roivth of munliiieas and iuflepeii- 
deiice shrinks from mere laiulowneri.-iin as 
though it were .■oiilamiiiaii'il.

The Bigamy Case. 

The case of George Stevens, accused of 
the crime of bigamy, in having married 
Elizabeth Crowley uf this city, about a 
month since, while ho had a wife livingin tho 
United Slates, was partially heard yesterday 
morning in the Police Court, before Judge 
Femberton. A certificate was produced 
from Bishop DeMers, of the Catholic Mis- 
sion, to the effect that Stevens had been 
married by one of his clergymen about a 
month since. J. F. MoCtoight, Esq., ap- 
peared for the pro-secution ; and H. P. P. 
Crease, E.s(i., lor the defence. The follow- 
ing evidence was adduced: 

John T. Pidwell, sworn — The^ prisoner, 
Geo. Stevens, worked for me at San Fran- 
cisco, under the name of James Stevens ; he 
told me, about three years ago, that lie had 
a wife and several children living in Phila- 
delphia; the prisoner at that time signed 
!i!5 name James Stevens; 1 employed him 
working at fnniiMre; 1 have no know ledge 
whatever, e.xcepl his own lilatemunt, tlial ho 
has another wile iiviiijr^ I have frequently 
known men to allege, when they wanted 
money for a spree, that they wanted it for 
their families; it was not under these cir- 
cumstances that Stevens told me he was 
inarried; the name of his wife was never 
mentioned to me, nor any reference topartic- 
ular.i. 

Wm. McCauley, sworn— I know the pris- 
oner, Stevens; about a year ago he told me 
he was saving up money tu go to his wife; 
about three years ago he told me he had a 
wife and some children in the States; he 
came from Portland about three months ago, 
and then told me he had given up the idea 
of going home, because he had not heard 
from home, or words to that ellect ; 1 alway,s 
call him Jim; I never knew his name wa.s 
George until his marriage ; we have not had 
any conversation about marrying; I was not 
j)reseiii at any marriage; 1 always under- 
stood his home was somewhere in .Maryland 
or Virginia; he has told me several times ho 
wan saving money to go to liis wife ; he said 
he had some children; be was nut in the 
habiti of joking; never saw him address a 
letter to his wife or any one else. 

The further hearing of the ease was post- 
poned until Monday next, at half-past 10, a. 
M. The alleged aeoond wife of the prisoner 
was in court, and seemed to bear up under 
her troubles bravely. She is a tidy-looking 
Iiish girl, and appears determined to have the 
matter thoroughly investigated.

Am Important Decision.— Judge Mc- 
Cabe, of the United States District Court at 
New Orleans, before whom the case was re- 
cently brought, has decided that the Vera 
Cruz prize steamers, seized by the American 
squadron early last summer, must be given 
up to their former owners, inasmuch as the 
seizure was illegal. The Judge held that 
the grounds of suspicion against the vessels 
fornot displaying their colors in reply to a 
gun from the Castle of San 'Juan de Ulloa, 
was notsufRcient to warrant the interference 
of the American forces, as the actions of 
vessels of war towards an enemy could not 
be conslrued into an insult inteiided for neu- 
tral vessels then in port. He also adduces 
the fact that the American commander knew 
perfectly well what vessels these were, and 
moreover that he had been on the look out 
for them some time with a view of capturing 
them. A claim for indemnity from the own- 
ers, it is thought, will come before the next 
Congress.- '•

An TXnauocessfuI Search for Gold in 
the Arctic Regions. 

We '-yesterday briefly mentioned the ar- 
rival of 'the scliooner Ortolan. This schoon- 
er was fitted out here last spring for a gold 
prospecting e.\pedition to a point iti Beli- 
rings' SlmitH, on the Asiatic continent, 
known as the East Cape. The expedition 
was formed on information contained in a 
letter from an old whaling captain, who as- 
serted thai heihad discovered gold in large 
quantities at that point. This information 
was also corroborated by Captain Nelson, 
of the water steamboat Sauculito. 

On itie 2(jth nf June, the schooner Orto- 
lan, T. L. Harris, captain ; James Niles, 
first mute; and John Kohler, second mate, 
set .sail with the following passengers, or ex- 
peditionists: Dr. Hamilton Gray, Kutus 
Rort e, and John Nicholsen. In four weeks 
from the time they left this port, they made 
the Fo.v or Illusion Islands, and wen: 
through the Onomac Straits by a narrow 
passage between the islands. From these 
Straits ihey proceeded to the Beh'iiig Sea, 
passed the Diomedes, a group of three or 
four islands on the Asiatic side, and the 
Flyaway, a high rock oh the American side, 
and wentiip into the Arctic Ocean tea point 
called Capo Swaka, wliete tho fog was so 
tnick thai they were comiielled to droii an- 
chor. On leaving this place, they encoun- 
tered an immense island of ice, and were 
compelled to come to anchor again to avoid 
ruiiiiiiig into it. The fog was so, thick .here 

that as second mate Kohler, our inforriiant, 

expresses it — it could have been cut with a 
knife. Soundings hero showed only eight- 
een fathoms of water; not very deep for a 
sea. When the ice passed, the captain 
stood for the Asialio coast passing the 
schooners Olivia and Agate, uoth ot this 
port, which had been trading among the 
Russian settlements. The Ortolan made 
the coast at the place they started for— the 
East Cape. The distance at this point from 
continent to continent is only forty miles. 
It is here that many suppose the first rude 
settlers of America crossed from Asia. 

After coming to anchor in a perfectly land- 
locked cove, into which a river of fresh 
water came booming down from the snow 
mountaiits, the expeditionists went ashore, 
and commenced lo prospect. The neck ol 
land which forms the East Cape is not ex- 
tensive, and cuii be thoroughly explored in 
half a day. The party descended into the 
gulches, and delved lo the bed ruck ( which 
was easily enough reached) wilhuut liiidiiig 
a particle ol the precious metal for which 
they had come in search. At about one foot 
from tho surface they struck large quantities 
of mica, which veiy much reseinbled gold, 
but when lilted was found to be as light as 
isinglas. This mica was found lo exi.it in 
large deposits of big chunks, and is proba- 
bly what caused the false report in regard 
to "old. The expeditionists examined every 
cunicr of the Cape during four days, and li- 
nally gave up the search. The rock here is 
a species ol granite, very soft and black. 
Ttie country jiresents the ino.-,l iiululi. table 
evidences of terrible volcanic convul.-.iuiis, 
Alone point, a rooky promontory ascends 
several thousand feel in almost u straight 
line from the water. The Cape itsell iias 
evidently at some time been an i,->laiid, but 
it IS now connected with Uie inainland by a 
(.au.seway of iiiinieii.se boulders winch Imve 
been thrown up Irom the ocean. ■J'he.--e 
rocks iiio used a-, a bridge lo reach the main 
land, and at some places the traveler has lo 
jiiinp some eight feel from ono to the other. 
Thert? are several small towns in tiic vicini- 
ty. They are — lo us — niiiiaiii'Ml, and ev,-ii 
have no desigiiat.oii on ihc cliails One ol 
these is about two miles tVoni Ihe C'ape, and 
is composed of uboiit thirty houses. The 
inliabilanls an; Ku.-sian Indians, who live 
allogelher on whale Idubber, xyalrus tat and 
wild hjwi. The latter they .'.Nhibit much 
de.Merity in calchiiig. They siring .--inall 
|)ieces of ivory together, anil uhcn a lluck of 
ducks pass they hurl one of ihe.-»e weapons 
with such precision as to wind it round the 
neck of tho bird. "The weight of the ivory 
beads brings the fowl to the ground, and it 
is ihiMl captured and kille,!. The cvjieill- 
tioiiisls experienced but very li'lle night 
during their absenci;, tin; days in the Arcnc 
regions during this season ol the )car being 
some twenty hours long. They only re- 
mained tour days at the Cape, and then 
sla.ted out on their return. No trading was 
to bi! itono wiUi the natives, the A-ate and 
the Dlivia having furiiislitui all ihe .-.iipiilies 
retiuired, and received in exchange all the 
whalebone and other aiticles of trade which 
the natives had ascumulated.— 5o;» Francis- 
co Call. _
